This is a 
mistake. 
No 
plants of 
any 
kind 
should lie 
sprayed 
while in 
bloom. 
Always spray either ttetore the blossom* 
open or after they have fallen. 
If you 
spray while tile plants are in bloom 
you are liable t damage the exposed, 
delicate floral organs, which are essen - 
tial f r ti ult production, and ul*o you 
are liable to kill the liees 
which are 
likewise necessary 
in carrying pollen 
or dower dust from one blossom to an 
other thus 
insuring the 
setting of a 
crop.' ’

More Trouble Expected When Attempt 


Ie Made to Pump Water From the 
Mines. 
Minersville, Pa., May IO—A wave of 
indignation is sweeping across Schuyl­ 
kill county as the result of a battle 
between the state 
troopers and the 
miners, which caused the death of one 
man, the fatal woundiug of another 
and serious injuries to a third man 
and a woman, Mrs. George Woll. 
Investigation has proved that the 
American miners had nothing to do 
with the trouble, and that the foreign­ 
ers were alone responsible for It. The 
foreigners refuse to permit any man 
to go to the mines near the town to 
do ‘dead work.’’ that is, to shore up 
the roofs of the passage ways with 
timber, to keep the fires going aud to 
pump the water from the collieries 
Further trouble is imminent, tor the 
law abiding citizens of Minersville will 
insist that "dead" workmen be allowed 
to keep the mines from filling with 
water. The foreigners are Just aa de­ 
termined that no man leaves Miners­ 
ville, and lf both sides remain reso­ 
lute there may be further bloodshed in 
the city. 
American miners from the Lytle 
colliery, two miles from Minersville, 
decided to send enough men to the 
mines to work the pumps. The pump­ 
men volunteered to do all they could 
to keep the mine from flooding Their 
fellow workmen told them to go to 
the mines, and that they and the state 
police would protect them from vio­ 
lence. 
The foreigners were warned through 
an interpreter to remain away from 
the mine. 
Some of th* miners have 
volunteered to keep the fires burning 
in case the firemen now on duty leave 
their posts. 
An 
independent 
colliery 
several 
miles front Millersville is now filled 
with water, and it will take probably 
six months to pump It out, even lf the 
convention to be held at Wilkes-Barre 
next Tuesday votes for the men to re 
turn to work. Consequently the miners 
will be compelled to remain idle for 
an indefinite period after the conven­ 
tion adjourns, no matter what the re 
suit may be. 
The Fine HUI colliery is In danget 
of being flooded and two other col 
lierles are tilling with water, simply 
because 
pumpmen fear to run the 
gauntlet of the foreigners by doing 
the work which is absolutely necessary 
for their welter* 
Ft. K. Levan, chief burgess of Min 
ersvllle, the councilmen and others in 
authority believe that a way must Le 
found for the pumpmen to work. They 
said that in addition to the damage 
which will result from floods to th * 
mines and operators, the business men 
of Minersville will suffer, because con­ 
tinues! idleness means loss of trade 
One colliery was recently repaired 
at a cost of $ I ho .OOO. 
The water is 
now rising rapidly, and it in fearcl 
that unless pumpmen are obtained at 
once the money will have l*een spent 
for nothing 
The foreigners have no labor leader 
to caution them against their un Tea 
mutable attitude The American min 
eta (annot argue with them, for they 
will not listen to good advice, and as 
things stand now the English-speaking 
people of Minersville are more alarm 
ed over the foreigners than they are of 
a strike. 
Something must be done to save the 
mines, the authorities say. 
The orth 
solution is for them to try to per­ 
suade pumpmen, "tlmberers" and fire 
men to go to work. 


Frank Baackes Declares He Supposed 


Government 
W a * 
Through 
With 


Them. 


New York, May IO.—Frank Baackes, 
vice president ot the American H.eel 
and W ire company, testifying at tile 
hearing 
in 
the 
government » 
suit 
against tile United States Steel cor­ 
poration, -took all the responsibility 
for the destruction of the papers con­ 
necting his company with the various 
wire pools. 
It appeared from his testimony that 
the paiiers relating to some of these 
pools other than the horseshoe pool, 
and which were in the offices of the 
company in Chicago and New York, 
bad been destroyed upon Mr. Baa« kes’ 
order shortly after the pools dissolved 
in 1909, but that through the failure 
of some one to carry out his orders 
the papers in the Worcester 
office 
were not, and hence the government 
got hold of them at the time it began 
its 
prosecution a year ago. 
It was 
these papers which Mr. Baackes said 
that he had told his subordinate- to 
destroy last fall because, he said, he 
supposed the government was through 
with them. 
Apparently in an effort to prove that 
the destruction of these papers bal 
some connection with th e dtseolu.ion 
suit, the government tried hard to Av 
the time when they were destroyed a* 
last October, but It appeared to have 
been 
done 
in 
November, and Mr. 
Baackes stoutly denied that it had 
anything to do with the present suit. 
From both Mr. Baackes and George A. 
Cragin, the assistant sales manager, 
who preceded Baa' kes on the stand, 
the government lawyers tried to get 
testimony showing that th* officers of 
the steel corporation had knowledge 
of the pools in which its subsidiar> 
was participating, but nothing came 
out to show this, the witnesses deny­ 
ing that Judge Gary or anybody else 
was aware ut it. 
Cragin. who was the first witness, 
said that he was the one who ordered 
the destruction of the papers to Harry 
A. Whitney, though the latter testify d 
the day before that bis orders had 
come directly from Baackes. 
When Mr. Baackes took the s*an I, 
H. K. Colton, for the government, at 
tempted to draw out of the witness 
the farts concerning the formation ol 
the American Steel and Wire com­ 
pany, 
aal kes, however, denied tha 
he had been present at discussions 
between John W. Gates, Judge Gary 
and others mentioned at that time, "I 
wasn't big enough," he said. 
From Mr. Baackes Mr. Colton tried 
to get evidence then connecting the 
steel corporation with the wire pool 
and wanted to know lf Mr. Gary did 
not drop Into the meetings which th * 
general sales managers of the subsi­ 
diaries had. 
Mr. Baa< kes said he didn t, and any­ 
way that the matter of the pools was 
not discussed at such meetings. 
He 
admitted thi t after withdrawing from 
the pool he had a talk with law yer 
Jackson, who had been the pool’* su 
pervisor, as to what 
future 
prices 
would be Tile meetings that followed, 
he said in answer to Mr. Colton’s ques 
tions, s e e r for "general weltare” of 
those in the business and had nothing 
to do with the former pool.

London, May IO. — The home rule 
bill passed its second reading in the 
house of commons by a vote ut 372 to 
271. 
Andrew Boner Law, leader oi th** 
Opposition, assailed the bill fierce y 
T he governm ent, he declared, was se - 
ting up customs houses not to cieite 
a union, but to destroy 
the 
union 
which already existed. He denounced 
the safeguards In the bill as ut erly 
futile, condemned the financial provis­ 
ions and drew a gloomy 
picture ut 
Ireland's tuture under home rule. 
Every new parliam ent ut inexperi­ 
enced men, .-.aid the speaker, had tried 
to get the mlllenium in a hurly The 
new Irish parliament would launch all 
sorts of s hemes for improving tile 
condition of the country, borrowing 
money for the purpose. As a result 
the imperial parliam ent would be< ome 
liable for a huge capital sum it would 
not have sanctioned aud for expendi­ 
tures over which it had absolutely no 
control. 
Referring to the exam ple of South 
Africa, which had been cited to Justify 
home rule in Ireland, Mr. Law said 
that in S< u n Africa the two races 
wanted un.on, but th a t one or two 
rate s in Ireland, num bering a million, 
were bitierly opposed to home nile. 
He asked in such circumstanc es under 
what princ iple did the prime minisiei 
justify forcing the acceptant e ut Lie 
1)111 on Ulster. 
In conclusion the Opposition leader 
deflated that the governm ent never 
could carry the bill through unle-s lf 
was first submitted to the jin'gment 
of the country. 
Mr. Redmond entered the fray with 
an 
assertion of the Justice of the 
claim of 
Irishmen to m anage their 
own affairs, which was now gene,-lib 
e* needed. 
Ii eland, he thought, had 
reason t*» In* well satisfied with the 
course of tile debate. 
The ( lilies of the bill had built their 
argum ents on the rem arkatde propos 
Hon 
that, having 
obtained a great 
charter of 
liberty, the 
Irish would 
prove themselves a nation of fools ami 
would 
immediately set to work to 
wreck and ruin their own consMtu 
tlon. Such malic Iona folly had nevei 
been com m itted by any other section 
of the em pire to Which home rub* had 
been granted, so why should It be at 
tributed to Ireland? 
The moment home rule was grant­ 
ed, continued Mr. Redmond, it would 
become the highest interest of the 
Irish nation to safeguard the constitu­ 
tion. to utilize It In moderation, to 
cultivate the most freindly relations 
with Great Britain, and. for the first 
tim e In her history, to do all In her 
power to promote the unity, the pros 
perity aud the welfare of the em ptie 
Mr 
Redmond -aid the Nationalist* 
accepted the Dill as a final settlerm-m 
of the International quarrel between 
England and Ireland, and when saying 
this he spoke not only for Irishmen in 
Ireland, but for those in the United 
States, Canada, New Zealand and In 
Australia.
